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Black Legionnaires 
Dared Not Resign 

Out of all the tangle of press yarns 
about the night'riding Black Legion, 
whose members are charged with the 
murder of Charles A. Poole, Detroit 
WPA worker, and with other crimes, 
comes this clear fact : It has held its 
members in a grip of terror. 

News Week reports this alleged Black 
Legion pledge: '*Rather than reveal a 
single word . . , (orj betray a comrade 
... I pray to an avenging God . . . that 
my head be split open . . . my soul be 
given unto torment . . . my body be sub' 
merged in molten metal and stifled in 
the flames of Hell . . . through all eter' 
nity.” 

And Time reports: ‘‘No man could 
apply for membership, but if sponsored 
by friends, was enticed to a meeting. 
There, with a revolver at his heart, he 
was permitted to declare his willingness 
to be ‘tom limb from limb and scattered 
to the carrion’ if he betrayed a word of 
society secrets." 

Whatever the pledge, it appears that 
many a member was heartily sick of be- 
longing to the order, hut was afraid to 
resign, afraid to stay away from meet- 
ings, afraid to speak a word against it. 
Although it is believed few floggings 
were actually administered to recalci- 
trant members, threats of beatings or 
death held those in line who would have 
gladly quit. 

The irony of it is that, paying tribute 
and homage to a few shadowy leaders, 
these cravens themselves provided the 
punishing force of which they were in 
terror. The Black Legion is thus believed 
to have held thousands. 


Today, not thousands but millions 
would gladly be free from man’s arch 
enemy, Satan, but they dare not seek 
liberty for fear T)f what he might do to 
them. Some in both heathen and so- 
called civilized lands fear bodily harm or 
even death, and with good cause; some 
fear ostracism, loss of job, loss of social 
standing, religious persecution, or just 
plain ridicule. Whatever the immediate 
dread, behind it are the wiles and power 
of Satan, using his dupes as tools to 
keep one another from casting off his 
yoke. Thus, for example, everyone who 
sneers at Christianity is working against 
himself for Satan.

QuadrupleU Must 
Be Born Again 

Every person in the world today is 
descended from three brothers who may 
have been triplets. Scripture informs 
that “Noah was five hundred years old; 
and Noah begat Shem, Ham and Ja- 
pheth.” 

True; elsewhere in Scripture Ham is 
mentioned as the younger son, and Ja- 
pheth as the elder, but, similarly, twin 
descendants of Shem some 500 years 
later, Esau and Jacob, are called the 
elder and the younger, according to the 
order of their arrival. 

This week the Keys quadruplets of 
Hollis, Oklahoma, students at Baylor 
University, Waco, Texas, celebrated 
their twenty-first birthday. These four 
intelligent, attractive girls — ^Mary, Mona, 
Leota and Roberta — are the world’s 
longest-lived quadruplets. 

Roberta and Mona are identical twins 
(born from the same germ cells); Mary 
and Leota are fraternal twins, no more 
closely related to each other or to Ro- 
berta and Mona, except in time of birth, 
than they are to the other children of 
the Keys family. 

But the four girls dress alike, study 
the same subjects, have been apart only 
two weeks in their 21 years, and in gen- 
eral live their lives in common, although 
they differ constantly in opinion and are 
unlike in temperament, intelligence and 
ambitions. Roberta and Mona are most 
alike, not only in appearance, but in 
their thinking, and they confide in each 
other, whereas Mary and Leota do not. 

The lives of these quadruplets and of 
other multiple 'birth children are being 
watched with keen interest by psycholo- 
gists and medical men to learn wherein 
they act and think as separate individ- 
uals and wherein en masse. 

The Bible may suggest that Shem and 
Japheth were identical twins, while Ham 
was but fraternal, for in one character- 
revealing incident Ham acted in one 


manner and the other two in the con- 
trary in unison. 

Esau and Jacob were utterly unlike in 
character. Esau was pleasanter, more 
manly than his twin brother. Jacob was 
deceitful, covetous, at times cowardly. 
Yet Jacob sincerely believed in the 
promises of God to his father Isaac and 
his grandfather Abraham and therefore 
found favor with God, despite his fre- 
quent unfaithfulness. But Esau so de- 
spised the great birthright that was his 
as the elder son that he sold it for one 
meal. 

Close as multiple-birth children are to 
each other by birth, by environment and 
frequently in appearance, so that one 
can hardly be distinguished from an- 
other, each in the sight of God is an 
individual and each must deal with God 
directly and alone. For each, God has 
the same offer of mercy: “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised Him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved’’ (Romans, 10:9). 

All are alike in that by nature all 
are dead in trespasses and sins. And they 
can all say truthfully, with the rest of 
mankind, “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his 
(or her) own way” (Isaiah, 53:6). 

Born together once, the Keys quad- 
ruplets and all other multiple-birth chil- 
dren must, to see and enter the kingdom 
of God, be bom again individually “not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the Word of God, which liveth and 
abideth forever” (I Peter, 1:23). 

True, they all might be born spiritu- 
ally at one time as they were bom natu- 
rally, yet each spiritual birth is an indi- 
vidual transaction. 

“Ye must be born again” (John 3:7).
